Their meetings and cci 
monies are held and performed in secret, an

Tha 
He is in the sun, moon, stars, clouds, earth 
and water, in man, animals, trees, plants, an 
flowers; that the rains, snows, storms, and al 
movements of the earth and heavens are at- 
tended by His presence. 
Tliat there is n 


place where tho invisible spirit cannot be found 
if sought fur. They look for the return o 
Moiitcy.uma to his people, as did the good met 
(jf the East, for the corning of Christ. They 
claim thac llontezuina was inspired by the Ii 
visible, to ordain religious ceremonies and rules 
of conduot for the Pueblos. 


The sect et order bears the name of Payo o 


Qve. The ruling master is known as the Ocu. 
and the teacher of mysteries as the Opatii. 
When a person desires admission into the fra- 
ternity, he makes it know n to the Ocu and the 
Ojxntt, who inform the members of the appli- 
cation. If there be no objection from the 
members, the candidate is permitted to entei 
the Estvfa, where lie remains fasting for ton 
successive days, daring which time lie oats 
nothing except a small tortilla at noonday. He 
ill inks no water, except lie sips it from the 
feather of the Ciigle or wild turkey's wing. If 
he has a wife or family, they are not permitted 
to approach him during this time. Tlie Ocu and 
O;ini(i visit him daily, and put Iiitu through a 
rigid examination as to his knowledge and faitli 
in the religion of Montezuma, and his willing- 
ness to obey its requirements. The candidate 
solemnly promises that lie will noitliei lie, nor 
steal, nor in any manner violate the rights of 
his neighbor, nor dishonor his pueblo. 
Jf 


found all right on the fourth day, he is permit- 
ted to bind himself with an oath; after which 
he receives explanations of the mysteries and 
solemn injunctions to truth and fidelity. At 
the hour of 10 o'clock P. M., all the members 
who desire to do so, throng to the Estufa to 
congratulate and exhoit the new members; 
and as the sun begins to appear in the east tlie 
new brother is escorted to his home, where a 
feast awaits him after Ins secure fasting. 
His 


family and friends are then permitted to join in 
the festnities, and universal gladness and re- 
joicing prevails. 


Tne iiiembeis or i-hc Payo o </»e~attend their 


brethieu in sickness and distioss, and at the 
de<ith and burial. They place tortillas and ea- 
gles' or otlier feathers in the bosom of the de- 
parted, supposing they will be needed in the 
spirit's flight to its future home. 
If he has 


been a peaceable and good man while Jiving on 
earth, he is supposed to dwe1! in happiness 
near some great fountain of fresh, clear and 
pure \tater. Tliat he will supplicate tlie spirits 
of the sun, moon, and clouds to supply tbe 
eat th with rains and bountiful harvests, fot tlie 
living left behind. The existence of this order 
can be ttaced back for many centuries. It is 
kept seciet from strangers generally, and es- 
pecially so from the Mexicans. The Pueblos 
become very indignant when tlie Mexicans at- 
tribute to them any indecent or improper con-. 
duct in the secret Monteznma ceremonies. If 
one of the latter race is caught eavesdropping, 
or attempting to pry into the secrets of the or- 
der, the punishment is summary and severe. 


XVII. 


CONSULTING 
TBE GREAT TURTLE, 


Alexander Henry, an Indian trader, who was 


taken captive at Mackinaw, during the Pontiac 
war, desctibes, in his Travels and Adventures, 
the ceremony of consulting the Great Turtle, 
as practiced by the Chippewas before setting 
out from the Falls of St. Mary, in June, 1764, 
to meet Sir William Johnson at Foit Niagara, 
lo arrange a treaty of p>'ace. 


" The first thing to be done, for invoking and 


consulting the Great Turtle, was the building 
of a large house 01 wigwam, within which was 
placed a species of tent, for the use of tlie 
priest and reception-of the spiiit. The tent 
was formed of moose-skins, hung over a fratne- 
woik of wood. Five poles, or lather pillars, of 
five diilerent species of timber, about ten feet 
in height, and eight inches in diameter, weie 
set in a cucle of about four feet in diameter. 
The holes made to receive them were about 
two feet deep; and the pillars being set, tbe 
holes were filled up again, with the carti/whieu 
had been dug out. At the top the pillars were 
bound together by a circular hoop, or girder. 
Over the whole of this edih'ce were spread the 
moose-skins, covering it at the top and round 
the sides, and made fast with thongs of the 
tame; except that on one side a part was left 
unfastened, to admit of the entrance of the 
priest. 


The ceremonies did not commence but with 


the approach of night. To give light within 
the house, several fires were kindled round the 
tent. Neaily the whole village assembled iu the 
house, and myself among the rest. It was not 
long before the priest appeared, almost in a 
state of nakedness. 
As he approached the 


tent the skins were lifted up, as much as was 
necessary to allow of his creeping under them, 
on his hands and knees. His head was scarce- 
ly withinside, when the edifice, massy as it has 
been been described, began to skake; and the 
skins were no sooner let fall, than the sounds 
of numerous voices were heaid beneath them, 
some yelling, some balking as dogs, some howl- 
ing like wolves, and in this horrible concert 
were mingled screams and sobs, as of despair, 
anguish and the sharpest pain. 
Articulate 


speech was so uttered, as if from human lips, 
but iu a tongue unknown to any of the audi- 
ence. 


After some time, these confused and frightful 


noises weie succeeded by a peifect silence; 
and now a voice, not heard before, seemed to 
manifest the an ival of a new character in the 
tent. This was a low and feeble voice, resem- 
bling tbe cry of a young puppy. The sound 
was DO sooner distinguished, than all tlie In- 
dians clapped their hands for joy, exclaiming, 
that this was ttie'Chief Spirit, the Turtle, the 
spirit that never lied ! Otlier voices, which 
they had discriminated from time to time, they 
had previously, hissed, as recognizidg1 them to 
belong to evil and lying spirits, which'deceive 
mankind. New souuds cauie from the tent. 
During the space of half an hour, a succes- 
sion of songs ivere" heard, "iu which a'diversity 


of voices met the ear. From his (list entrance 
till these songs were linislied, we heard notbi 
In the proper voice of the priest; but now, 1 
addressed the multitude, declaring the present 
of the Great Turtle, and the spirit's readinu 
to answer such questions as should be pi-o|>ose< 


The questions were to corne from the chief 


the village, who was silont, however, till al'tc 
he had put a large quantity of tobacco Into tl: 
tent, introducing it at the aperture. This wi 
a saci ifice offered to the spirit; for spirits ar 
supposed bf the Indians to be as fond of tc 
bacco as themselves. The tobacco accepted, li 
desired the priest to inquire whether oi not tli 
English were preparing to make war upon tli 
Indians; and whether or not there were at For 
Niagara a large number of English li-oop 


These questions liavlng been 'put, by tl 


priest, the tent instantly shook ; and for soin 
seconds afterjtocontinued to rock so viulenti 
that I.expected to see It levelled with tli 
ground. • All this was a prelude, as I supposet 
to the answcrsi tiroe given ; but a terrific cr 
announced, wiih Sufficient hrtelliglbllfty, the di 
parturo of the Turtle. 


A quarter of an hour elapsed in silence, an 


I waited impatiently to discover what was to b 
the nest incident in lliis scene of imposture 
It consisted in tlie rettnn of the spirit, wlum 
voice was again heard, and who now deliverei 


continued speech. The language of th 


Great Turtle, like'that which wo had heard he- 
roic, was wholly unintelligible to every car 
;hat of his priest excepted ; and It was, thcie 
Tore, not till the latter gave us an interprets 
-ion, which did not commence before the spiiii 
lad finished, that we learned the purport ol 
.his extraordinary communication. 


The spirit, as we were now informed by tin 


>riest, had, during his short absence, crosiei 
ake Ilmon, and even proceeded as far as Fort 
Niagara, which is at tlie head of lake Ontario, 
and thence to Montreal. At Fort Niagara, he 
iad seen no great number of soldiers; hut on 
lescending the St. Lawrence, as low us Mou- 
real, lie had founil the river covore-i with 
boats, and the boats filled with soldiers, in 
lumber like the leaves of the trees. He luul 
net llit-ni on their way up the river, coming to 
nake war upon tlie Indians. 
The chief had a third question to propose, 
nd the spitit, without a Iresh journey to Fort 


;aia, was able to give an instant and most 


avorable answer. " If said the chief, " the In 
ians visit Sir William Johnson, will they be 
ecciveil as friends!'" " Sir William Johnson," 
ud the spiut, (and after tlm spirit the priest,) 
will fill their canoes with presents, with 
lankets, kettles, guns, gunpowder and shot, 
nd large bairels of rum, such as the stoutest 
f the Indians will not be able to lifi; and 
.'cry man will return m safety to bis family." 
U this, the tiansport was universal; and, 
:uid tlie clapping of minds, a hundred voices 
^claimed, " I will go, tool I will go, too !'" 
The questions of public interest being 10- 


olved, individuals were now permitted to 
:ize the opportunity of inquiring into the eon- 
,tiou of their absent friends, and the fate of 
ich as were sick. I obseiveil that tbe an- 
vers, given to these questions, allowed of 
luch latitude of interpretation. 
Amid tins general mquisilivenass, I yielded 


> the solicitations of my own anxiety for the 
iturc; and having first, like the rest, made my 
ffering of tobacco, 1 inquired whether or not i 
lould ever icvisit my native country. Tlie 
aestion being put by the priest, the tent shook 
s usual; after w Inch I received tins answer: 
That I should take courage, and fear no dan- 
•, for that nothing would happen to hurt me ; 
j that I should, in the end, reach rny fnends 
id country iu safety." Tliuse assurances 
toitglit so strongly on my gratitude, that I 
csented an additional and extra offering of 
>bacco. 
Tin1 Gicat Turtle continued to be consulted 


,1 near midnight, when all tlie ciowd dispersed 
their icspuctive lodges. I was on Ihe watch, 
rough the scene I liaye desmbcd, to detect 
e particular contrivances by which the fraud 
.is cairiedon; but such was the skill display- 


in tbe perfuinunce, ur such my deficiency 


' penetration, that I m.ide no discoveries, but 
,me away as I went, witb no nioie than those 
literal surmises which will natuially be en- 
itained by every reader*."

News makes some excellent suggestions iu re- 
gard to trampSj which apply to our community 
with as much force as if written directly fur out 
benefit. lie says : 


" It ia generally supposed that tlie duties oi 
f Borough Guiinet) extend beyond tlw mere 
y.ng out., widening, giadmgaiiU pikmg of the 


streets. There is a tax that, Lo in my of our 
cki/.c:ns, is as heavy as that which they pay f»r 
Borough purposes,'exacted often nmW tin eats 
of taking it by force if not given freely, by a 
class of persons who have been eueounigec" 
to come here ami live upon us, by the km< 
treatment and generous donations of food tlnil 
luve been furnished them without stint. They 
do nob belong here, and are in no sense a wor- 
thy uhji'ct of charity. They an- the olT-iooui- 
ings tVotn tlie city slums, where they have 
grown up and lived in filth ami vice, until bru- 
talized to the liistdi'gre-tt. If I, who have wadet 
thmugh their foul deus at ntght, were to de 
sctibolhc scenes common in them, I woul< 
be charged with falsehood b> out kiiid-heartec 
ladies, u ho shudder at tlie sight of filth and 
tiigs, but who never dreamed of theilepittvitit'S 
enacted thpro, too filthy to think of, ami su foul 
that no papui dart- reUtc them in print. This 
class of people, having become so extended in 
the etiies as inform quit* 
1 a dangerous element, 


has Ibict'd tlic authoiiUt'S to establish limises 
of correction fur then coniineiinint aim punish- 
ment. This hits to some extent driven them 
from their old haunts in the city to country 
places, TVheie they can h.ive then liberty and 
occasionally indulge in theihunken debauchery 
so congenial to their nature. Tlie situalioi 
hcie is leally becoming alarming to those who 
know the desperate character of iliese tramps 
that now sw.mii iu our streets daily. Property 
is Loa great extent at their mercy. Ourstreels 
and roads are, or will be, unsafe after night-fall 
You need not be surprised if some morning om 
sleepy Council is waked into some activity, by 
burning dwellings, lu'avy robberies, lost Cluilic 
Rosses, or foul murders. Some may think me 
an alarmist, anrl see no danger in these people 
but I can assure you that their organization is 
much more thorough than is supposed by others 
and that Lbcj are dangerous characters in every 
sense of the word. Something should be dnne 
immediitU'K for the protection ot our citizens 
or we shall eventually be put to heavy expan- 
ses in erecting houses of correct ion heie foi 
their confinement. Other towns around us are 
compelling them to work for tt.e foorl and cloth 
ing that they demand, As they are determiis 
ed not tn labor fur their living, they at once 
leave such towns and seek places like our Bor 
ough, u hero the ijood, easy-going fathers seen 
disposed to let them have their own way, per 
milling Ilium to eat up and waste tlie surplus 
provisions of the place, that \\ill be needei 
during the corning winter by some of our de 
serving poor, who, unlike them are too modest 
to ask foi ii until pinched by hunger bey 
endurance.

THE KETROPOM8 OF BUCKB COUMTY. 


How Brlitol Appear* loan OnUider. 


Sir. Darwin G. Fenno, the editor of the 


Baela County Xhror, the only " really and 
truly " Democratic journal in the county, since 
tlie Democrat attempted the singular feat or 
supporting the ticket and rejecting the Erie 
platform, recently paid Biistol a visit, and in tho 
last Issue of the Mirror, chronicles his impres- 
sions of our town and people. He says: 


Bristol, the metropolis of Bucks county, was 


i isited by a representative of (lie Mirror recent- 
ly, and he was so well pleased with his visit, 
the people lie met and the sights he saw, 
that the trip itlll always be pleasantly remem- 
bered. 


The town is beautifully situated on the west 


bank of the Delaware, about twenty miles 
from Philadelphia and nine miles from Tren- 
ton. It Is on the direct line of the great Penn- 
sylvania Railroad leute to New York, and 
trains go thundering by, not only every hour, 
but almost every minute. The broad, placid 
Delaware is navigable here, and passenger 
packets plying between Philadelphia and Tren- 
ton touch at the wharf at the foot of Mill 
street four times a day, thus afioiJirg the flris- 
tolians opportunities to visit either of those ci- 
ties by water, and at the same time enjoy a de- 
lightful ride. Opposite Bristol, rather nearer 
the Jersey than the Pennsylvania shore, lies 
Matinicunk Island, containing about 400 acres, 
300 acres of which are under cultivation. 
Many years ago a philanthropist who OH ned 
this island bequeathed it to Builington, a beau- 
tiful little city about a mile below liristol on 
the Jersey side, for the benefit of her public 
schools. Some time ago the upper half of the 
island was sold to the Mnttnicimk Island Land 
Association for $20,000. Half the amount was 
paid in cash and the balance remains in an in- 
terest-bearing mortgage on the prorperty. Mr. 
Henry K. Hays farms this half of Hie island 
and pays the Company »1,400 per annum fur 
the privilege. The lower half is still owned by 
the city of Burlington and is tanned by Benj. 
U. Hancock. 


Bristol contains about five thousand inhabi- 


tants. It covers a good deal 
>f ground, most 


of the houses having handsome large yards fill- 
ed with trees and flowering shrubs. Its princi- 
pal business thoroughfare is Mill street, run- 
ning Iroin the canal on the west to the Dela- 
ware on the east, and lined on both sides with 
handsome anrh thrifty-looking stores, shops, 
oliices and hotels.

Besides these facilities for teach- 
ing archery to the young idea, is a Family and 
Day School for Young Ladies, where the En- 
glish branches, languages, drawing, music, &c., 
are taught.

The Bristol Rolling Mill Com- 
pany lire rapidly pushing forward the work on 
theii new mill, and expect to commence opera- 
tions in November. One of the most interest- 
ing and instructive incidents of our visit was a 
walk through the Livingston Felt Mills, C. W. 
and J. Peirce, proprietors. Mr. Joshua TViree 
acted as guide, and showed and explained to us 
the whole process of felting, from where the 
rough, dirty, unsorted wool goes in, to wuere 
it comes out in beautifully embossed skirts and 
printed floorcloths, robe linings, &c., &c. 
The 


Livingston Mills consist of several large build- 
ings, all of which are supplied with a sprink- 
ling apparatus, by which, in case of fire they 
can be deluged with water in a twinkling. The 
motive power is furnished by one of the most 
perfect, and beautifully working engines »e 
ever saw. 
Here, two hundred operatives are 


employed day and night. They are mostly 
men—women and girls being employed only 
in tlie skirt-room. 


Many handsome residences have just been 


completed or are in course of construction on 
R.iclclillt street. On. the corner of Kadclitle 
and Dorrance street, Samuel like hns lately 
moved into his HUH mansion. It is uf brick, 
\vhite-voated, is two stories high with Mansard 
roof. 
A. J. Bibbs has nearly completed a 


large handsome residence, three stories high 


Mansard roof. 
It is built of pressed 
facings, anil will cost 
brick, with brownstone facings, 
about $12,000. Dr. Adams is putting up two 
brick houses, fjced and ornamented with New- 
town granite, to cost $5,000 each. John Dor- 
rance lias under ronf a fine brownstone house, 
built in the gothic style, and Mr. Horatio Beat- 
ty has neaily completed a handsome brick 
residence 'witli Mansard roof.'
